The report of the commission is 
practically completed and the drawings 
have been penciled out so that the result 
of the commission's deliberation will be 
ready for presentation to the committee 
on public buildings agd grounds when 
congress convenes in December. Accom- 
panying the report will be a plaster ‘model 
of the present building and the proposed 
extensions, which is to be finished in time 
to be exhibited on the occasion of the 
Washington centennial celebration to be 
held in this city December 7th next. 

The work of the commission was not 
accomplished without considerable out- 
side opposition—notably by certain archi- 
tects, who are anxious to achieve fame 
and glory, or both, by supplying the de- 
sign for the proposed extension of the 
historical old mansion. There was also 
another element of opposition which 
threatens to make itself felt when the 
question of making the necessary appro- 
priation comes “before congress. It is a 
combination of citizens who own desirable 
property on Washington Heights, at the

have the official residence of the presi- 
dent permanently located in that elevat- 
ed and picturesque vicinity.

Washington, October 21.—(Special.)— 
While the politicians who are transient in 
Washineton are out upon the stump 
spellbinding for their respective candi- 
dates, the non-partisan official set dis- 
ports itself upon the golf links, apparent- 
ly indifferent to the result of the ap- 
proaching presidential election. The im- 
ported game of golf has taken a strong 
hold on the community at the nation’s 
city, and a number of clubs are in a 
flourishing condition. The membership 
includes cabinet officers, members of the 
diplomatic corps, the judiciary, the army 
and navy, journalists, financiers and sub- 
stantial citizens generally. 

Lieutenant General Miles, commanding 
general of the army of the Unijed States, 
is perhaps the most enthusiastic and in- 
defatigable visitor to the Chevy Chase 
links, in high official circles. When it 
comes to equipment for a campaign, 
whether it be for the field of battle or 
an expedition into a foreign territory, or 
a wild chase after the fleeting golf ball, 
General Miles can always be depended on 
to go to the limit.

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‘TO URGE LABOR MEASURES 


Child Bill Will Be Introduced in 
Legislature. 


CONFERENCE HELD IN ATLANTA 


Labor Legislators Are To Urge Pas- 
sage of Their Bills Early 
in the Session. 


It is now altogether probable that the 
legislators elected from the ranks of or- 
ganized labor this year will make an ac- 
tive fight early in the session of the gen- 
eral assembly for both the child labor bill 
and that looking to the appointment of 
a commissioner of labor statistics. 

Steps in that direction have already 
been taken, At a meeting of the executive 
board of the Georgia Federation of Ta- 
bor, held at Federation hall on Saturday 
evening, the opinion was freely expressed 
that the child labor bill should be made 
the paramount issue during the coming 
session. 

Those present at that meeting were 
William Gredig, of Augusta, a.member of 
the legislative committee of the state Ja- 
bor organization; Henry F. Garrett, pres- 
ident of the Georgia Federation of Labor: 
Harvey O. Teat and Andrew McElroy, 
two of the vice presidents of that body. 

It was the opinion of the members of 
the board that the chances of the bil! 
passing both the upper and lower houses 
were excellent. During the session the 
10-hour labor bill was discussed at length, 
and it was decided not to stress the in- 
troduction of the measure at this time, 
but instead to throw all the influence 
possible in favor of a bill which ghould 
create the office of commissioner of la- 
bor statistics. 

A well known labor leader in speaking 
of the matter declared that the passage 
of this bill would be urged 6n the ground 
that both labor and capital of the state 
demand the creation of a bureau of la- 
bor statistics, The same man was au- 
thority for the statement that Senator 
Gregg, of Gilmore, and Representative 
Hardy Rhyne, of Pickens, were pledged 
to support all labor measures which may 
be introduced. 

There will be three labor leaders in the 
genera] assembly. They are C, C. Hous- 
ton, of Fulton; D. P. O'Connell, of Rich- 
mond, and L. J. Kilburn, of .Bibb.

Finally, Dr. Green propounded a poser— 
it was a direct question, and admitted of 
reply. The spirit proved 
quitter. “I will come ggain,”’ said 
volee in the horn.

The sound dwindled off into silence and 
the horn took up its erratic flight around 
the room. This time it came to me, and 
piroutetted over My shirt front in a ner- 
vous fashion.

The text was found in Romans, 
viii, 18: “For I reckon that the sufferings 
of this present time are not worthy to 
be compared with the glory that shall be 
revealed in us.”’ 

“When the Bible speaks of giving God 
glory,’ said Dr. Landrum, “it simply 
means making God known. The muore 
clearly God is seen the more gloriously 
unselfish He appears. So the more one 
krcws of thirgs invisible and eternal, the 
spiritual realities of the universe, the 
more he discovers their splendid attrac- 
tiveness. God's glory, not His egotism 
ror His ecmplacency, but the perfection 


| of His character as infinitely lovely and 


loving heavenly Father is revealed in 
creation, in providence and in human re- 
demption. The present ;sevelation is im- 
perfect because of the sins, errors and 
limitations of human experience. It wik 
be completed on the holy heights beyond 
the stars, where the spirits of just men, 
made perfect, can take in the fullness of 
Gcd. 

“Nature is not a satisfactory disclosure 
of God to my mind; it allows of conflict- 
ing views of the All-Father. I long foe 
nature idealized; I look for ‘a new heaven 
and a new earth wherein dwelieth right- 
eousness.” Then I shall behold the foot- 
prints of God everywhere and the handl- 
work of God in everythirg, discovering 
cur Father's smile in every sunveam, His 
breath in the fragrance of the flowers, 
His beauty in the autumnal forest aflame 
with scarlet end gold, His greatness in 
the expanse of firmament, strewn with 
stars, His goodness woven in the warp 


to heaven; God just and yet the justifier 
of the sinner who believes in Jesus: God, 
true to this threat, ‘The soul that sinneth 
it shall die,’ and yet the soul that sins 
made at last sinless and a partaker of the 
divine nature in endless glory.”

The morning sermon was delivered by 
Rev. R. O. Flinn, based on the 43d verse 
of the 7th chapter of John: “So there 
was a division among the people because 
of HIm.”" In part, the preacher said sub- 
Stantially; 

“We have here noted one incident oc- 
curring in our Lord's ministry. It refers 
to the past, but is equally as applicable 
to the present. There are divisions as 
to things based on their differences, such 
as heat from cold, hardness from soft- 
ness, life from death. Though there 
may be many points of difference, only 
one is necessary for division. The com- 


pass, permanency and importance of the | 
division are determined by the character | 


of the point of difference. 

“The incident occurred at this season 
about 1870 years ago, at Jerusalem. Its 
narrow streets were thronged with pil- 
grims. As they passed, hearing the voice 
of Jesus, they stopped to listen. 
heeded His words, others passed on, 
scornful or indifferent. The’ solitary 
point of division with them was faith 
in, or rejection. of, Jesus. And so it is 
with us today. The division embraces 
all, is of vast importance, and fixes des- 
tiny for time and eternitv. Christ is to- 
day inviting you; He makes a personal 
appeal; you must accept or reject. You 
may have divisions in politics, business, 
expectations, which may be of no vital 
importance. But upon t..e issue that 
Christ presents, that of faith in Him, the 
division is of supreme importance, as it 
makes for us ‘eternal joy or eternal 
woe.’ ”’
